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The Non-Average Boy 


Now that the reactions and opinions of ‘““average’’ young- 


sters have been tabulated in scores of tests and examinations, 
an interesting look at the ‘‘non-average’’ boy has been given 
in a questionnaire recently answered by 1,394 youths in New 


Jersey’s correctional system. 

What made those boys go wrong? Asked to name the cause 
of their delinquency, almost half had a bad word to say for 
the influence of older boys. Others blamed unemployment or 
poverty. Of more interest, however, is the fact that 262 nam- 
ed motion pictures, 161 listed sensationalism in some news- 
papers and 75 marked down radio programs as the cause of 
their downfall. Only seven placed the blame on their parents 
or their homes. 

That almost 500 delinquent boys should blame 


the great 


- knowledge spreading inventions for their failure to find the 


right way of life marks an interesting trend. Contrasted with 
the small number who blamed home or parents, it would seem 
to indicate that outside influences rather than the home are 
the prime cause of modern juvenile delinquency. 

Is it possible that sensationalism in the tabloid press, radio 
and cinema have brought the rushing fury of modern life into 
the home too soon? Does youth fail to meet its problems be- 
cause the world is too much with it during the home years? 
These are questions parents and educators will want to an- 
swer. On their answers may depend the future of our youth 
—and through them the future of our nation.

There is one thing that a newspaper man never lacks—at 
least those in the smaller towns—and that is advice on what 
to print in the paper and pointers on how he should run his 
paper. And along this line the Covina Argus makes the fol- 
lowing appropriate and true comment: ‘‘One of the eommon- 
est remarks overheard is that ‘there’s nothing in the paper.’ 
A variation of it is the one, ‘you can’t get anything you want 
in a local store,’ and the individual who says, ‘I used to belong 
to that organization, but I quit it because they never do any- 
thing.’ But these remarks are never made by the individual 
who is interested in and participating in home-town affairs. 
There is always plenty that is interesting in the local news- 
papers for the man or woman who is helping to keep things 
going in the town. There are always good stores for the man 
or woman who understands the problem of the small-town 
storekeeper and is willing to cooperate with him. There is al- 
ways a lot of interest to be found in the local elub or society 
or church if the individual gets into the work of building pro- 
grams. When you hear someone say there’s nothing in the 
local newspaper, you’ll generally find an individual who has 
dropped out of things, who isn’t a part of what is going on. 
We all make or miss our places according to our own mental 
attitudes.’’
